I . The special technical feature of the inventions according to claims 
1 to 17 resides in an arbutin ester compound represented by the general 
formula (1) . 

II . The special technical feature of the inventions according to claims 
18 to 22 resides in using undecylenic acid, its salt or its ester derivative 
represented by the general formula (2) as a tyrosinase inhibitor. 

III. The special technical feature of the inventions according to 
claims 23 to 31 resides in using ascorbic acid and/or an ascorbic acid 
derivative as a tyrosinase activity promoter. 

IV. The special technical feature of the inventions according to claims 
32 to 36 resides in a process for producing an esterified product using 
Candida antactica-origin lipase A. 

Such being the case, it does not appear that there is a technical 
relationship among these invention groups I to IV involving one or more 
of the same or corresponding special technical features. Thus, these 
groups of inventions are not considered as relating to a group of inventions 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. 
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
